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“ HAD brought more than ordinary schoolboy enthusiasm to Catlin, 

Irving, Gregg, Lewis and Clark, and others on their shelf, and youth 
found me sweating along their tracks... Evening overtook me one night 
in Montana, and I by good luck made the campfire of an old wagon freighter 
who shared his bacon and coffee with me. I was nineteen years of age and 
he was a very old man.” 

Thus begins Frederic Remington’s* own account of how he became the 
pictorial historian of the days of the American pioneers. Fired by the stories 
of the old freighter, he realized that here was a fast-vanishing phase of our 
history which no one had attempted to illustrate. He adds: “Without 
knowing exactly how to do it, I began to try to record some facts around 
me, and the more I looked the more the panorama unfolded.” 

He saw the vast herds of bison thundering across the rolling plains to the 
horizon, followed by the Sioux hunter, first with bow and lance and later 
with flint-lock or percussion-cap gun or captured army rifle; then the French 
voyageur, the hardy priest in his cassock, the fur trader with his bark canoe 
loaded to the gunwale with priceless peltries; the pioneer with his creaking 
covered wagon and his protectors, the buckskin-clad scout and the cavalryman ; 
the prospector with his burro, following his will-o’-the-wisp; the rollick- 
ing cowboy and the despised sheep herder; the settler with his sod breaker 
and his barbed wire; and over all, the menace of the alkaline thirst of Death 
Valley, the crackling fires of the Minnesota prairies, or the wintry storms 
sweeping over the Bad Lands. Who was this lad of nineteen who found 
himself seated by the old freighter’s fire nearly a half century ago, watch- 
ing in the flickering light the pageant of the vanishing West?

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In the late seventies a certain Pierre Remington of Canton, New York, 
was the acknowledged political boss of St. Lawrence County where he 


fearlessly managed the most powerful Republican county newspaper within 


the bailiwick of old Tom Platt. He had a great strapping son, Frederic, 
who loved the out-of-doors and also liked to draw. So his father sent him 
to the Yale Art School where he specialized in football and hated academic 
restrictions, from which he was presently relieved by the untimely death 
of his father and the resulting termination of his university career. 

Taking his share of the paternal estate he set out for a career of adventure 
and moneymaking in the West. The adventure he readily found and a 
sharper got his money, so he looked around for a job. He graduated in 
his new university from storekeeper to sheep herder, from ranch-cook to 
cowpuncher and stockman. Being a good mixer, he wandered about the 
plains making friends with all sorts of men from the old freighter to the 
soldiers of the frontier posts, and all of these he recorded in his sketches, 
until he became “the authoritative chronicler of the whole Western land 
from Assiniboine to Mexico and of all men and beasts dwelling therein.” ” 

His early pen-and-ink sketches undoubtedly showed lack of training 
for they did not exhibit the anatomical skill and the technical finish expected 
of a graduate of the art schools. But they had what was better — accuracy 
of observation, life and action. Full of enthusiasm and ambition, he came 
back to New York with empty pockets and bulging portfolios of sketches 
which he could not sell, and so his father’s old friend, Tom Platt, got 
him a job in a business office which he promptly quit in disgust, only to 
take another clerical position which he left even sooner. 

Finally he induced the art editor of Harpers Weekly to buy one of his 
Indian sketches and he was straightway on the road to fame as an illustrator. 
Then he went to the Century and told its editor of a certain interesting 
Indian tribe he had visited. He asked that a writer be sent to record its 
story for him to illustrate and the editor suggested that he write the story 
himself. Remington said that all he had ever written was his name on 
the back of a railroad pass, but he gained confidence from the interview 
wrote and illustrated the article and presently found himself an author = 
well as an artist. 

During these early years another young New Yorker was gaining health 
and experience and losing money in the cattle business and before long he 
also began to write of the life of the cowboy. But he could not draw, and 
so selected his fellow cowpuncher, Remington, to illustrate his book a and

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the result was that most delightful volume of frontier sketches, Theodore 
Roosevelt’s “Ranch Life and the Hunting Trail.” Years later Roosevelt 
said of him: “The soldier, the cowboy and rancher, the Indian, the horses 
and the cattle of the plains, will live in his pictures and bronzes, I verily 
believe, for all time.” ? 

From pen-and-ink sketches at ten dollars each, Remington (with the aid 
of some additional training at the Art Students’ League) developed through 
wash drawings to water colors for Collier's at one thousand dollars each, 
until at his death he was doing in oils paintings of exceptional merit which 
now bring twenty thousand dollars or more. A curious commentary on 
Remington’s popularity is the fact that there are probably more forgeries 
of his works on the market to-day than of any other American painter. 

Remington received many honors before his death; he was an associate 
member of the National Academy of Design, his paintings and bronzes 
found a place in the Metropolitan Museum and most of our other great 
galleries, and he was recognized by layman and art critic alike as the fore- 
most American artist in his chosen field. His methods of work were original 
and in no way hampered by art school conventionalities. He worked with 
pen, pencil, crayon, and brush, and modeled in clay as well. He was 
an untiring worker, his day usually being from sunrise to sunset; and he 
insisted on accuracy to the last detail, as the accumulation of Indian and 
cowboy trappings in his New Rochelle studio and the fidelity of his paint- 
ings amply proved. 

He was original, dashing, sincere, realistic and as distinctly American 
as were A. B. Frost and Remington’s old chum and neighbor, E. W. 
Kemble, in their very different fields of illustration. His bronzes are unique 
in conception, vigorous in handling and so true in detail that they gained 
the approval alike of the great art critics and of the cowboys whom they 
depicted. Remington’s “Broncho Buster” has its place in the Metropolitan 
Museum and it was this spirited and lifelike bronze which was chosen by 
the critical eyes of Roosevelt’s cowpuncher “Rough Riders” as a last tribute 
to their beloved Colonel when the regiment was mustered out in 98. 

Remington’s settings give one the authentic feel of the deep woods, the 
burning desert or the wind-tossed waves of the Great Lakes, but it is the 
swirling rush of primitive men and animals in action which distinguishes 
him above his many imitators. No artist knew the horse as did Remington. 
From the wiry Indian pony descended from the horses of the Spanish 
conquistadores to the powerful mounts of the cavalry; from the wildly

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bucking broncho of the cowpuncher to the fleet-footed mount of the pony 
express or the tugging, plunging, half-wild team of the Deadwood coach 
escaping from an Indian attack, the horses are authentically recorded with 
the accuracy of a motion picture. Remington was the first artist of this or any 
land to picture accurately the true doubled-up position of the legs of a 
running horse, and this long before the snapshots of Muybridge or the 
slow-motion film had made the same discovery. 

Fellow artists and recognized critics praised Remington’s art in the 
highest terms. Those who lived the life of the plains and knew best 
how to tell of it were lavish in their commendation.” Our American art 
critics and historians appreciated and commended his unique record.° The 
discerning critic, Perriton Maxwell, said of him: “It is a matter of self- 
congratulation that in ringing down the final curtain on the great Wild 
West drama, the relentless course of empire has left to us at least one auditor 
with skill and enthusiasm and courage enough to perpetuate on canvas and in 
enduring bronze the most inspiring phases of its colorful existence.” 

At the time of Remington’s death in 1909 his studio-home “Eudion” 
at 301 Webster Avenue, New Rochelle, New York, was crowded with his 
canvases, bronzes and sketches and with his lifetime accumulation of Indian 
trappings and army equipment. His shelves were filled with several 
thousand volumes which he had written, illustrated or used for reference 
in his search for the accuracy of detail on which he always insisted. The 
examples of his own art and the colorful furnishings of his studio are now 
preserved in the Frederic Remington Memorial Art Gallery, at Ogdensburg, 
New York. His unique collection of books on the history of the vanished 
life of the old West is now part of the library of St. Lawrence University, 
at Canton, New York, his birthplace. Both collections, though appropriately 
located in his boyhood home towns, are practically inaccessible to the host 
of students of American history and art who constantly need to consult them. 

Only the casual visitor to St. Lawrence County can ever hope to study 
the originals in the Memorial Art Gallery, but fortunately another great 
collection of Remington’s art has been assembled and is now conveniently 
available to the student. Mr. Merle Johnson of New York, a personal 
friend of Remington and a fellow artist, spent many years in bringing

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together the notable collection of the reproductions of Remington’s works 
which was recently added to the Spencer Collection of illustrated books 
in The New York Public Library. 

The Johnson collection of Remingtoniana includes reproductions of 
practically all of Remington’s paintings, sculptures and illustrations as 
published serially; all magazine articles containing his works, when these 
articles were not reprinted in book form; and all books reprinting his 
work. The books are all first editions, many of them being presentation 
copies from author or illustrator and many containing autograph letters 
of Remington pertaining to the books in which they are inserted. 

There are first editions of thirteen books both written and illustrated by 
Remington, sixty volumes by others but entirely illustrated by him, nearly 
a dozen volumes containing a few of his illustrations, and some seventy-five 
magazine excerpts containing Remington illustrations. The larger part of 
the collection consists of over 2,000 illustrations clipped from books and 
magazines and mounted on uniform sized cards ready for binding. Some 
of these prints are in full color, others in black and white, and some are 
engraver’s or lithographer’s proofs. They cover a wide range of subjects 
including Plains Indians, Indian fighters, United States Army (1776- 
1898), United States Army, Spanish American War (1898), Canada (includ- 
ing Canadian Indians), Mexico, Hunting and Fishing, Horses (shows, rac- 
ing, polo), Boer War, Russo-Japanese War, Landscapes, and Miscellaneous. 

The books by Remington were written to form a text for his illustra- 
tions and, while they may not be great literature, they are lively and accurate 
narratives of Western life as he observed it. They include “John Erminie,” 
“Sundown Leflare,” “Crooked Trails,” “The Way of an Indian,” “Men with 
the Bark on,” “Pony Tracks,” “Done in the Open,” “Frontier Sketches,” 
“Stories of Peace and War,” and “A Royal Ranger.” 

The volumes illustrated by Remington are from such well-known authors 
as Theodore Roosevelt, Owen Wister, Francis Parkman, Henry W. Long- 
fellow, Bret Harte, Emerson Hough, Alfred Henry Lewis, General Nel- 
son A, Miles, Cyrus Townsend Brady, Richard Harding Davis, and Hamlin 


Garland. 
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N the Bulletin for February, 1928, appeared an article — “Where are 
the Irisarri Books?” This was written in the hope of eliciting definite 
information which all previous efforts had failed to bring to light. The 
article discussed at some length the mysterious disappearance, apparently 
without trace, of the important collection of his own and other works formed 
by His Excellency Don Antonio José de Irisarri, Minister Plenipotentiary 
from the States of Guatemala and San Salvador to the United States, a 
statesman and author of great influence in South American affairs. Irisarri 
died in Brooklyn on June 10, 1868, leaving no will. The only estate shown 
in the administrator’s inventory was a small sum of money, which was 
applied to the payment of certain debts and to the expenses of administration. 
The Bulletin article was prompted by an inquiry received from Sefior 
Don Ricardo Donoso, of the Archivo Historico Nacional of Santiago de 
Chile, whether a certain novel by Irisarri (“El cristiano errante”) was 
among the books presumably bequeathed to the Astor Library. Sefior 
Donoso assumed that such a bequest had been made because Irisarri, in 
his pamphlet, “E] charlatanismo de Vicufia,” published in 1863, had expressed 
his intention of leaving his books to the Astor Library. However, there was 
no record of a bequest to the Astor Library by Irisarri. In fact, the catalogue 
showed that of the five titles of his authorship in the collection only one came 
asa gift from him. Consultation of the catalogues of other libraries, letters 
of inquiry, and a careful search of legal records brought no clue as to the 
disposition made of this undoubtedly valuable library. No copy of “El 
cristiano errante” was located in New York, or elsewhere. 

A few months after the publication of the Bulletin article, a letter was 
received from Sr. Don Guillermo Felit Cruz, Conservador de la “Biblioteca 
Americana José Toribio Medina” de la Bibliotéca Nacional de Santiago 
de Chile y Profesor de Historia de América de la Universidad de Chile. The 
letter was accompanied by a pamphlet containing an article by Sr. Felit 
Cruz reprinted from the Revista Chilena of June and July, 1928, p. 98— 
99, 635-645, under the title “Las obras de Irisarri y su biblioteca.” Un- 
fortunately, it is not possible to print here a complete translation of this 
interesting and scholarly article. It is hoped that the following summary 
will indicate the importance of the discoveries made by Sr. Felit Cruz, and 
show how conclusively he has solved the mystery of the Irisarri library. 

It is fitting that the solution of the problem should have come from Sr. 
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Felit Cruz, since the original inquiry from the Archivo Historico Nacional 
of Santiago de Chile was prompted by his need of certain information for the 
life of Irisarri on which he has been working. On learning through the 
Bulletin article that the Irisarri books had not been turned over to the 
Astor Library, Sr. Felia Cruz conducted a thorough-going investigation, 
and now presents in his article a fairly complete account, with ample docu- 
mentation, of the ownership and travels of the Irisarri books after the 
death of their distinguished collector, who was also in many cases their 
author. 

The Bulletin article left no doubt that Irisarri died intestate, that his 
friend, Mr. Henry J. Cullen, was administrator, that only a small personal 
estate was mentioned, which was scarcely enough to cover claims, and that 
no mention was made of his books or other personal property (which is known 
to have included valuable paintings, china, furniture, etc. ). 

Sr. Felit Cruz has unearthed a document executed by Irisarri in Brooklyn, 
under date of January 1, 1859, as a codicil to his will. Apparently, Irisarri 
annulled the will, because in a letter addressed to his wife, Dofia Mercedes 
Trucios y Larrain, he writes: “Ew cuanto alo que me dices que yo también 
proceda a testar, te observaré que no tengo ni bienes, ni legados, ni herencia 
de que disponer. Hasta hace algunos anos tenia algo y lo que. deje ahora 
no seran cosas de mayor valor. No puedo considerar como especies dignas 
de mencionarse en un testamento solemne, los muebles de mis habitaciones, 
la coleccién de mis obras que anda dispersa y mi biblioteca repartida, como 
tu sabes, en Santiago y esta ciudad. Mi amigo Cullen tiene instrucciones 
precisas para cuando yo fallezca de enviarles a Uds. todos estos pequenos 
efectos.” In assuring his wife that his property is not sufficient to warrant 
a will, he remarks that his collection of his own works has been dispersed, 
that his library is divided between Santiago and Brooklyn, and that his 
friend Cullen has precise instructions to send to her in case of his death all 
of his small belongings. There is no hint of any intention of leaving books 
to the Astor Library. 

When the application for final settlement of the estate was made, it was 
stated that “no relatives or next of kin after due diligence can be discovered.” 
This impresses Sr. Feliii Cruz as an amazing statement. How could Cul- 
len, his administrator and friend, be ignorant of the fact that Irisarri had 
a home in Chile where lived his wife, Dofia Mercedes Trucios y Larrain, 
that he had children —the poet, Don Hermdgenes, and Dofa Carmen 
Irisarri Trucios; a son-in-law, Don Jorge Smith, and a grandson, the 
celebrated painter, Don Antonio Smith? How could he fail to know that 
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Irisarri had relatives in Guatemala, and that the Secretary of the Guatemalan 
legation, Don José Maria Vela, was related to him, was his private secretary, 
and was present when he died. Until 1881, Sr. Vela kept in his possession 
avery important Irisarri manuscript, that of the second volume of “Cuestiones 
Filoldjicas,” the first volume of which had been published in New York in 
1861. After 1881 the manuscript cannot be traced. Is it now in the posses- 
sion of the diplomat’s descendants? 

All conjectures as to the fate of the main body of the works and library 
of Irisarri are now rendered unnecessary by the investigations of Sr. Felia 
Cruz. In a letter addressed to him, under date of June 4, 1927, the dis- 
tinguished scholar and public figure of Guatemala, Don Antonio Batres 
Jauregui, writes: “Los papeles, manuscritos y libros que dej6 Irisarri al 
morir, fueron remitidos a su hijo don Hermégenes que vivia en Santiago 
de Chile por entonces. Yo era Attaché de la Legacién en Washington y en 
union del Secretario don José Maria Vela, hice el envio.” Sr. Batres 
Jauregui adds confirmation in the form of a letter dated Cartagena, Colom- 
bia, December 30, 1868, from Don Abel Irisarri, natural son of the celebrity, 
to Don Hermégenes Irisarri expressing a desire to have a portion of his 
father’s library and enclosing a copy of a letter from William E. Curtis, 
his father’s attorney, dated December 15, 1868, to the effect that the rela- 
tives of Irisarri, through their agents, had taken possession of the property, 
which consisted of a library of moderate value, together with clothing 
and personal effects. This is conclusive evidence that all papers, manuscripts, 
and books belonging to Irisarri, and in his Brooklyn residence at the time 
of his death, were sent to his son, Don Hermégenes, at Santiago de Chile. 

Through the generosity of Sefiora Dofia Rosario Valdivieso de Irisarri, 
wife of the writer’s grandson, Sr. Felii Cruz was made free of the Irisarri 
archives, which having been sent to Santiago had remained in the posses- 
sion of the family for 58 years, during which long period none of the 
Chilean or other American historians had access to them. Sr. Feliti Cruz had 
given a whole month to the study and classification of these archives, being 
assisted by Irisarri’s great-granddaughter, Sefiora Carmen Smith de Espi- 
noza. Unfortunately, the vicissitudes of time had done great damage to 
the archives, but not so much as to prevent Sr. Feliti Cruz from getting much 
important information for his life of Irisarri. For an illustration of the 
documentary importance of these papers, Sr. Felit Cruz refers to his article 
published in number 58 of the Revista Chilena de Historia y Geografia, 
entitled “Bello, Irisarri y Egafia en Londres,” which illuminates with docu- 
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ments published for the first time an unknown period in the life of Don 
Andrés Bello. 

Among the enormous accumulation of papers, Sr. Feliti Cruz was fortunate 
enough to find a catalogue of Irisarri’s works and library. The author 
apparently never formed a special collection of his own works, for he has 
not listed them separately and they are scattered among the works of other 
authors. However, among his papers are conserved almost all of his writings, 
whether in printed form, as manuscripts, or as rough drafts — among the 
last-named being several that correspond to certain early imprints of Santiago 
which are described by Don Ramén Brisefio in “Estadistica Bibliografica de 
la Literatura Chilena”; by Don José Toribio Medina in “La Imprenta en 
Santiago”; and by Don Luis Montt in “Bibliografia Chilena.” Opinions 
differ as to the authorship of these particular works, which are enumerated 
in the article by Sr. Felia Cruz. Moreover, among this material, written in 
the hand of Irisarri and without blemish or emendation, is the definitive 
manuscript of the first document with which Chile presented itself to the 
states of the world as an independent and sovereign nation, namely the 
“Manifiesto del Gobierno a los Pueblos que forman el Estado de Chile.” 
This manifesto was issued in 1818 and bears the signatures of O’Higgins 
and Irisarri. 

The collection contains many of Irisarri’s controversial pamphlets, some 
of them very rare, directed against various historians and writers of Chile. 
But the novel, “El cristiano errante,” which Sr. Feliti Cruz is planning to 
publish, and concerning which he has written with abundant bibliographical 
data, is not in the collection. 

All this proves in the most evident manner that Don José Maria Vela 
and Don Antonio Batres Jauregui in sending to Santiago the papers, manu- 
scripts, and books, ignored the author’s intention, as expressed some years 
before, that they be destined to the Astor Library. They give no hint as 
to the reasons that influenced them. However, Sr. Felia Cruz observes that 
Irisarri had shown no great fervor for that institution (the Astor Library) 
since he had made only a single gift to it — one of his pamphlets. 

Irisarri’s library was especially rich in South American imprints. A man 
who had received so painstaking an education, who loved to read and was 
constantly writing, he had naturally a passion for books, without being a 
bibliophile. He spent his life establishing periodicals. He wrote pamphlets 
on palpitating questions of politics, and piously collected the numerous 
responses as well as those brought forth by his other controversial writings. 
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Through his travels and contact with persons of culture, he obtained advice 


and followed it, and thus formed a select library of literature, philosophy, . 


science, and art. But no part of his library was superior to his collection of 
Spanish classics, which he had formed through his admirable knowledge as 
a writer and a philologist of the Castilian language. That collection would 
be very valuable to-day in the book market in spite of the fact that many of 
the rare works have been reissued in popular anthologies and collections 
of classic Spanish authors. 

Three manuscript lists of Irisarri’s books have been found. The first 
one written by Irisarri bears the title “Libreria de A. J. de Irisarri. Lista 
de los libros que tengo en Brooklyn,” and lists 695 volumes at a total of 
$1,147.20. The second list is entitled “Catalogo de los libros que se en- 
cuentran en los estantes de mi casa en Santiago,” and comprises 710 volumes. 
The third is the “Lista de los libros que tengo en la Hacienda de Comalle” 
with 310 volumes. The fourth list is “Libros adquiridos ultimamente,” 
with a total of 341 volumes. According to these computations, Irisarri had 
1,036 volumes in his house in Brooklyn, and in that of Santiago de Chile, 
1,020 volumes — a total of 2,056 volumes. 

In closing his article, the writer asks for assistance with a bibliographical 
problem that he wishes to have clarified in connection with his study that is 
to be published in the review, La Informacion, and entitled “Los Ultimos 
afos de un polemista: don José de Irisarri (1864-1868).” In this study, he 
will consider, in a special note, the anonymous works which the Chilean 
bibliographer, Don Ramon Brisefio, attributes, without convincing evidence, 
to Irisarri in his “Estadistica Bibliografica de la Literatura Chilena,” vol. 1, 
in the chapter, “Catalogo de los escritores chilenos, cuyas obras, o han sido 
publicadas en el extranjero, o permanecen inéditas.” The works mentioned 
by Brisefio are the following: 


“Reducto de Nueva York: La patria de Nueva Orleans. 2 vols. 
Fol. mayor. Sin otras indicaciones. Brisefio: Estadistica, T. I, 
pp. 528. Filibusterismo. 3 folletos. Sin otras indicaciones. ;Son 
de 1865? Brisefto, Estadistica, T. 1, pp. 528. Gramética inglesa 
para el uso de los espatioles e ingleses. — Sin otras indicaciones. 
Brisefio, Estadistica, T. 1, pp. 528.” 


All of these works are anonymous and are attributed to Irisarri. 
Although the description of these works by Brisefio is exact, it would be 
essential to bring the works themselves to light in order to proceed to a 
bibliographical examination of them. They are not described by Barros 
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Arana in his “Notas para una bibliografia de obras anénimas y pseuddénimas 
sobre la historia, la geografia y la literatura de América” (Santiago, 1882); 
nor by Don José Toribio Medina in his copious “Diccionario de anénimos 
y pseud6nimos hispanoamericanos” (Buenos Aires, 1926. 2 vols.); nor 
even by Don Benjamin Vicufia Mackenna in his “Estudio y Catalogo com- 
pleto y razonado de la Biblioteca Americana coleccionada por don Gregorio 
Béeche” (Santiago, 1879). 

Sr. Feliu Cruz then remarks that it is not improbable that the three 
pamphlets entitled “Filibusterismo” were from the pen of Irisarri. In 1865, 
he edited in New York a fortnightly which bore the name of La Revista, 
and in various numbers, under diverse titles, he wrote about the “Doctrina 
Monroe y el Filibusterismo.” Did Irisarri later make a reprint of these 
studies, with the title that Brisefio gives? It would be of great interest to 
Sr. Felia Cruz to establish that fact. In connection with the publication of 
his “Bibliografia de don Antonio José de Irisarri y las Notas bibliograficas 
sobre el Asesinato del Gran Mariscal de Ayacucho,” a work which is virtually 
completed, it would be of great interest for Sr. FeliG Cruz to know positively 
what can be depended upon as certain in these annotations of the bibliographer 
Brisefio. 


HONORE DAUMIER 


AUMIER died February 11, 1879. That fact may serve as the prover- 

bial peg on which to hang an exhibition. However, a Daumier 
exhibition* is always in order, without the impulsion of a semi-centenary 
celebration. Daumier has his high place in the history of art, and he is what 
you will: lithographer, caricaturist, artist — according to your point of view. 
Daumier was known in his time and land, or, better, perhaps, his works 
were known. The drawings which he turned out as the day’s job, served 
to stir up France (in his earlier mordant attacks on the regime of Louis 
Philippe) and later to amuse the French (in his social caricatures). Amuse 
them he did, in the pages of Charivari, but how much beyond the mere 
joke under the pictures went home to the readers we may well question. 
Did they not probably prefer the lighter vein, the often more frivolous 
note, of his contemporaries in the same field (Cham, Beaumont, Vernier, 


* In Marseilles, city of Daumier’s birth, they have organized, for the commemoration of the anniversary of his 


death, an exhibition of paintings and drawings by him, At this Library, in Room 316, Daumier appears in his 
activity as a draughtsman on the lithographic stone and the woodblock. This exhibition will be on view during March

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etc.), clever at best, but no more? Gavarni is the only one to stand beside 
him, and his appeal is a somewhat different one. 


He was essentially a comic artist, purveying pictorial humor, like the 


“strip?-smiths of to-day, though there is no likeness save the chance of 
publication under the caption “humor”, a caricaturist whose drawings for 
the comic press have become fixed records in the annals of lithography, 
imperishable items in the history of art. 

There is true art, great art, behind his caricatures. As one writer puts it, the 
caricatures of certain other artists of his time “were always a means to an 
end, while Daumier’s were always an end in themselves; that is to say, 
Daumier’s works are always pure works of art, in which the artistic was 
emphasized primarily.” 

Something of the legendary has gathered about his name. Much has 
been written about him, and contradictory opinions are not wanting. This 
writer claims too much, another too little. One need not go into superlatives. 
One need not echo those who acclaim him as a veritable Michael Angelo 
or who see in him the pioneer of post-impressionism. Take him as he 
obviously was, and he remains one of the very few outstanding figures of 
the nineteenth century. Do not refer to his paintings, consider only his 
drawings on stone or woodblock, and he still holds his place. In whatever 
he did, his bigness stand out—bigness of conception, of impulse, of 
execution. 

He had his weak moments. Is that a wonder when you consider the amount 
of his production, sometimes two or three lithographic drawings a week? It is 
not surprising if in the mass of his work he may have slid at times into 
routine, into manner rather than style. Yet to see routine practiced habitually 
and inescapably, look at the rubber-stamp productions of Cham, a sort 
of super-diluted Daumier, and note the difference. 

Daumier’s name is inevitably connected with lithography; though he was 
not a virtuoso in technique, his strong personality found in this medium 
peculiarly appropriate means of expression. That fact accents again the 
rich possibilities of lithography for the artist. Place beside Daumier’s draw- 
ings on stone those of such artists of his days —or a little earlier —as 
Bonington, Eugéne Isabey, Raffet, Charlet, Gavarni, and you get a practical 
demonstration of that. The process is fairly made for original work, capable 
of the utmost silvery delicacy and the most succulent, velvety blacks, of 
light gray crayon lines of a tremulous vitality, and tones laid on with the 
brush, of straight line drawing and of effects similar to those of the 
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monotype, achieved with rag, thumb, scraper, and what not. Besides his 
lithographs (about 4,000), Daumier designed hundreds of little vignettes 
for the wood engravers. What rich significance he crowds into such a small 
illustration, often within the space of two or three square inches, without 
any cluttering detail! One of these, frequently singled out for comment, 
refers to the cholera. A stricken man lying in the foreground, a woman 
fleeing in fear into her house, a miserable dog slinking by, hearses in the 
background — the gamut of terror, affliction, fateful end is sounded with 
the fewest of lines. 

The fact that Daumier’s work was published in comic papers, that it did 
not deal with subjects of a “genteel” nature, made it cheap and incon- 
sequential in the eyes of the many who are governed in their attitude toward 
art by considerations having nothing to do with the matter. No limited 
editions, no numbered proofs, nothing to give the pleasing feeling of 
possessing the rare thing? No wonder that there have been comparatively 
few discriminating collectors who have had portfolios of his prints. But 
go to those few, or to the public print-rooms where some of, these private 
collections have gone (as have the C. J. Lawrence, S. P. Avery and Mrs. 
M. G. Van Rensselaer collections to The New York Public Library) and 
you will see even the impressions as they were issued in the periodical, with 
type-print on back, carefully mounted and preserved. 

When one speaks of Daumier’s place in the history of art, it is not a ques- 
tion of enshrinement in a memorial mausoleum. Daumier is a commanding 
and significant reality, a living force and influence to-day. His influence, 
felt in the work of various contemporary artists, is apparently one not 
only of technique but of spirit, of a personal outlook, let us say, developed 
into a fundamental principle. 

When so many artists once of the temporarily elect have gone down into 
the outer wilderness of oblivion, it is refreshing to see an occasional one, 
such as Daumier, the appreciation of whose true value has gradually ripened. 
His reputation has developed instead of waning. “One must be of one’s 
time,” said he; he was that, in his interests and in his records of them. But 


he was also of all time in his accomplishment.

NOTES AND QUERIES 


“Tr”? Pun in LIDDELL AND SCOTT 


In the delightful address delivered in Goldsmith’s Hall on the 6th of 
June, 1928, by the Right Honorable Stanley Baldwin at the dinner cele- 
brating the completion of the Oxford English Dictionary, he said: “In all 
your sacred pages, from the first to the last, is found no such pun as may 
be found in all the earlier editions of the great Liddell and Scott. Inciden- 
tally, I should like to ask the Vice-Chancellor of Oxford University, or 
Dr. Milford, whom I see here, who was responsible for excising that pun 
which satisfied generations and is to be found in every edition of Liddell 
and Scott up to, I think, about the sixth: Who made the pun; was it 
Liddell or was it Scott? And was it Scott or was it Liddell who was responsi- 
ble for the excision? If that question can be answered to-night, then indeed 
our dinner will go down in the history of scholarship for years to come.” 

The reference is to %xo9¢v7¢, and in the sixth edition (1869) part of 
' the entry reads: “One who informed against persons exporting figs from 
Attica, or plundering sacred fig-trees. But this explan. is prob. a mere 
figment.” 

In the fifth (1861) the phrase runs “The literal sense is not found in 
any ancient writer; and is perh. a mere figment.” 

The Library has no edition between the third and the sixth, but was fortu- 
nate enough to find the fifth at Columbia. In the third (1846) the sentence 
is identical with that in the fifth until the last word and there “invention” 
appears in place of “figment.” The seventh (1890) stands with the third, 
which fixes the appearance of “figment” as certainly in the fifth and sixth, 
with a possibility of the fourth. Perhaps some library fortunate enough 
to own the fourth may be able to settle the doubt. 


Camp-MEETING 


When did “camp-meetings” become an institution in the religious life 
of this country, and how far back can the werd be traced? 

The earliest citation of “camp-meeting” in the Oxford English Dictionary 
is: “1809, Q. Rev. II, page 336.” 

However, earlier references have been found. “The Stranger in America” 
by Charles William Janson, Esq., published in London by James Cundee in 
1807, contains this passage: “The methodists assemble in the summer 
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season in surprising numbers, in different parts of the United States. These 
are called camp-meetings, and converts will travel to attend them several 
hundred miles.” (p. 106.) On the next page comes a fuller reference 
which shows that as far back as 1804 camp-meetings were thriving and 
popular observances: 


“The following is an exact copy of an advertisement of a camp-meeting, taken 
from a newspaper printed at Trenton, in New Jersey: 


‘CAMP-MEETING 


‘The public is hereby informed, that a Camp-Meeting will be held near 
Mr. Minard Farley’s, in a grove, about a quarter of a mile from New Germantown, 
in Hunterdon County. To commence on Saturday, the 29th of September, and to 
continue three days, under the superintendence of the ministers of the methodist 
church. ; 

‘As camp-meetings are generally attended by several thousands from far and 
near, and commonly continue day and night, it will be best for those who may come 
a distance to bring provision for themselves and horses if possible, and to tarry on 
the ground till the meeting ends. 

‘All friendly ministers and praying people are invited to attend said meeting. 
‘Trenton, Sept. 10, 1804. “THomas Ware, 

‘JosePH Torren.’ ” 


UNANSWERED APPEALS 
SKULL AND CROSSBONES 


“T have been hunting for some time to find a story or legend which is 
connected with the idea of the ‘skull and cross-bones.’ I believe it is an 
old French folk-story or legend which associates the idea of the ‘skull and 
cross-bones’ with friendship, or the breaking of a friendship.”

The number of 
volumes issued for home use by the Circulation Department was 1,032,861. 
The number of recorded readers in the Reference Department, Central 
Building, was 178,859, no record being kept of use of books on the open 
reference shelves. The estimated number of readers and visitors at the 
Central Building was 334,000, arrived at by adding 15% to the incomplete 
count made by the doormen (290,185).
